The  overcrowding  mentioned  in  last  annual  report 
must  again  be  referred  to.  Classes  have  been  divided, 

corners  of  buildings  have  been  utilized,  the  main  entrance 
of  Carruthers  Hall  has  been  turned  into  a  small  labora¬ 
tory,  and  still  the  accommodation  is  not  adequate.  The 
Chemistry  building  would  comfortably  accommodate 
about  150.  Next  session  we  must  find  laboratory  room 
in  it  for  at  least  450.  In  order  to  do  this  it  will  be 
necessary  to  fit  up  the  class  room  in  the  attic  flat  with 
laboratory  tables  at  a  cost  of  about  $600,  for  the  over¬ 
flow  of  the  class  in  Qualitative  analysis.  This  class  will 
then  occupy  three  different  rooms,  necessitating  the 
appointment  of  additional  instructors.  The  most  press¬ 
ing  need  is  evidently  that  of  a  new  building  for  Chem¬ 
istry.  If  we  are  to  provide  for  a  few  years’  growth,  such 
a  building  equipped  will  cost  not  less  than  $100,000. 

The  Botany  Department  of  Queen’s  University, 
which  has  temporarily  occupied  some  of  the  rooms  in 
Fleming  Hall  will  be  removed  during  the  summer  to  the 
old  University  building.  This  removal  will  leave  space 
much  needed  for  the  Departments  of  Civil,  Electrical  and 
Mechanical  Engineering. 

Our  Professors  are  still  overburdened  with  teaching, 
the  additions  to  the  staff  last  session  being  quite  balanced 
by  the  division  of  classes  and  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  students.  One  consequence  of  this  is  a  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  research  work.  This  is  to  be  deplored,  as 
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research  is  the  inspiration  of  a  scientific  department. 
When  it  is  absent,  progress  ceases,  professors  become 
dryasdusts,  and  there  is  little  left  to  develop  the  student’s 
power  of  initiative.  There  is  imperative  need  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  assistants  of  the  rank  of  lecturers 
and  fellows.  In  order  to  provide  salaries  for  these  an 
endowment  scheme  has  been  started  by  the  Board  of 
Governors.  A  minimum  sum  of  $200,000  is  the  aim.  The 
income  from  this  will  be  used  in  part  for  the  purpose 
stated,  and  in  part  to  increase  salaries.  At  present  salaries 
paid  are  considerably  less  than  those  given  to  men  of  same 
rank  and  experience  in  Queen’s  University.  We  cannot 
hope  to  keep  together  an  efficient  staff  on  salaries  which 
are  not  equal  to  those  paid  in  the  best  Collegiate  Insti¬ 
tutes.  A  third  benefit  arising  out  of  the  endowment  will 
be  that  the  School  of  Mining  thereby  fulfils  one  condition 
of  admission  to  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  a  pension  fund 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  considerable  increase  in  salaries. 
A  fourth  object  will  be  attained  Any  appeal  to  the  On¬ 
tario  Government  for  a  grant  will  be  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  the  School  has  done  something  to  help  itself. 

The  Director  will  devote  himself  to  the  Endowment 
Scheme  until  it  is  completed.  Already  he  has  secured 
three  subscriptions  of  $10,000  each,  two  of  which  may  be 
considerably  increased.  Several  other  large  subscriptions 
have  been  promised,  but  the  amounts  have  not  been  fixed. 
The  School  is  much  indebted  to  Dr.  James  Douglas,  of 
New  York,  who  gave  the  first  subscription  of  $10,000. 
As  the  appeal  is  confined  for  the  present  to  mining  men 
not  particularly  interested  in  Queen’s  University,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  canvass  will  in  no  way  embarrass  the 
efforts  to  complete  the  endowment  of  $500,000  under¬ 
taken  by  Queen’s  several  years  ago.

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should  qualify  as  soon  as  possible  for  admission  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Carnegie  Fund,  as  the  number  of  colleges 
to  be  admitted  is  limited.  The  final  requirement  after 
the  endowment  is  complted  will  be  a  higher  standard  of 
matriculation.  Notice  of  this  has  already  been  given  in 
the  calendar  for  1908-9.  In  1910  and  thereafter  the  re¬ 
quirements  will  be  practically  equal  to  those  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  an  Arts  course ;  but  Latin  will  not  be  compulsory. 
Any  three  of  the  four  languages  will  be  accepted  or  any 

two  with  Experimental  Science 

In  connection  with  admission  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Carnegie  Fund,  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
the  School  of  Mining  and  Agriculture  is  a  distinct  cor¬ 
poration  and  as  such  independent  of  Queen’s  University. 
Denominational  Universities  are  excluded  by  the  terms 
of  the  foundation ;  and  under  her  present  constitution 
Queen’s  has  been  classed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fund  as 
a  denominational  University.  So  long  as  the  University 
retains  its  present  constitution  it  is  imperative  for  the 
School  of  Mining  to  maintain  and  emphasize  its  inde¬ 
pendent  character  and  existence.  This  is  necessary  not 
only  on  account  of  the  terms  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation, 
but  also  in  consideration  of  the  relations  of  the  School 
to  the  Ontario  Government,  and  to  the  wider  constituency 
to  which  it  can  appeal  for  subscriptions. 

In  this  connection  it  would  be  well  for  subscribers  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  enlarging  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors  so  as  to  include  a  number  of  representative  engi¬ 
neers,  and  elected  representatives  of  the  graduates. 

The  Engineering  Society  has  now  a  paid  Secretary 
whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  a  record  of  the  addresses  and 
occupations  of  graduates.  The  latter  are  expected  to 
keep  in  communication  with  this  Secretary  (G.  J.  McKay, 
B.Sc.,  School  of  Mining,  Kingston,  Ontario)  and  to 
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inform  him  of  any  changes  of  address  and  of  positions 
wanted  or  vacant.  Professors  will  co-operate  by  giving 
the  Secretary  notice  of  positions  they  know  to  be  vacant. 

The  Faculty,  through  Professor  Gill,  has  arranged 
with  a  number  of  the  large  electrical  and  other  manufac¬ 
turers  to  admit  our  students  as  apprentices  during  the 
summer  vacations  after  their  second  session.  They  will 
be  paid  small  wages,  enough  at  least  to  meet  their  ex¬ 
penses.  This  apprenticeship  will  take  the  place  of  shop 
work  in  the  School  of  Mining.  Other  modifications  of 
the  course  in  the  workshop  will  reduce  the  number  of 

students  to  be  accommodated  there,  so  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  use  the  second  storey  as  a  draughting  room. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff  during 
the  year.  At  the  close  of  1907  Professor  Brock  resigned 
to  accept  the  position  of  Acting  Director  of  the  Geological 
Survey  of  Canada.  Professor  Brock’s  assistant,  Mr.  M. 
B.  Baker,  was  then  asked  to  carry  on  the  department  with 
the  assistance  of  Mr.  O.  E.  LeRoy,  until  a  permanent 
appointment  could  be  made.  Mr.  Lindsay  Malcolm,  B.Sc., 
was  appointed  lecturer  in  Civil  Engineering  and  Mathe¬ 
matics,  and  Mr.  E.  W.  Henderson,  B.Sc.,  lecturer  on 
Electrical  and  Mechanical  Engineering.  Mr.  W.  O. 
Walker,  M.A.,  was  appointed  lecturer  on  Organic  and 
Dairy  Chemistry,  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Department  of  Agriculture  which  pays  half  his 
salary  on  condition  of  his  giving  half  his  time  to  teaching 
and  research  work  for  the  Dairy  School.  Two  fellow¬ 
ships  have  been  instituted,  one  in  Mineralogy  and  one  in 
Chemistry.  Mr.  Wyatt  Malcolm,  M.A.,  was  appointed 
to  the  former  and  Dr.  W.  P.  Firth  to  the  latter.  These 
two  appointments  are  for  the  session  only  and  should  be 
made  by  the  Faculty  on  recommendation  of  Professors. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  original 
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research  at  the  School  of  Mining,  important  work  has 
been  done  during  the  past  year,  particularly  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Physics.  The  following  researches  have 
been  completed  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Baker : 

1.  On  the  temperature  Coefficient  of  the  velocities  of 
the  Gaseous  Ions. 

2.  On  the  absorption  of  Hydrogen  by  Metallic  Films, 
published  in  the  Physical  Review,  November,  1907. 

3.  On  the  supposed  excess  of  Negative  electricity 
produced  by  spraying.  This  research  was  made  yb  Mr. 
J.  C.  Pomeroy  under  Mr.  Baker’s  direction.  The  results 
are  of  great  importance  and  are  to  be  published  in  the 
Physical  Reviezv. 

In  addition  Mr.  Baker  has  during  the  last  four  years 
published  the  following  papers : 

1.  A  lecture  demonstration  in  Wave  Motion. 

2.  Two  New  Pieces  of  Apparatus  for  Lantern  De¬ 
monstration. 

3.  An  Apparatus  for  the  Lecture  Demonstration  of 
the  Phenomena  of  “Beats.” 

4.  Two  new  Lecture  Experiments  on  the  Siphon. 

5.  A  new  Lecture  Experiment  on  the  Barometer. 

6.  On  the  Recovery  of  Spilled  Mercury. 

The  serious  illness  of  Prof.  Carmichael  has  thrown 
a  great  deal  of  extra  work  upon  Professor  Clark  and  Mr. 
Baker,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Governors  are  due  to  these 
gentlemen  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  responded  to 
the  call.  In  view  of  Professor  Carmichael’s  continued  ill 
health  it  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  a  lecturer  to 
strengthen  the  department  for  next  session. 

The  Mining  Laboratory  was  kept  open  during  the 
whole  year  as  a  customs  ore-testing  plant,  a  graduate  of 
the  School  being  in  charge.  Five  mill  runs  were  made 
on  lots  of  from  500  lbs.  to  2  tons  of  Ontario  gold  ores. 
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Two  hundred  and  nine  samples  of  ores,  etc.,  from  all 
parts  of  Canada  were  assayed.  A  series  of  experiments 
on  the  refining  of  base  silver  bullion  was  carried  out  for 
an  Ontario  smelting  company.  Experiments  on  the  mag¬ 
netic  concentration  of  iron  ores  were  made  by  one  of  the 
staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines.  Two  magnetic  concentra¬ 
tors  of  the  most  approved  types  have  been  added  to  the 
equipment  of  the  Laboratory. 

A  Course  in  Power  Development  has  been  instituted. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  hydraulic  and 
power  laboratory  in  connection  with  this  course.  This  is 
a  case  in  which  the  Dominion  Government  might  come  to 
the  aid  of  technical  education.

Last  year  the  increase  was  mainly  in  the  Arts  Department ;  this 
year  it  has  been  chiefly  in  Science,  while  there  have  been  added  also 
the  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Education.  The  work  of  the  several 
Departments,  as  presented  in  the  calendar,  has  been  carried  on 
steadily. 


TRUSTEES. 

On  the  25th  December  last,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Campbell,  of 
Perth,  was  by  death  removed  from  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  had 
been  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board;  he  was  a  wise  coun¬ 
sellor,  an  unwearying  worker,  and  was  ever  ready  to  spend  himself 
in  the  interests  of  Queen’s.  The  Rev.  John  Hay,  B.D.,  of  Renfrew, 
has  been  elected  in  his  stead.  Last  year  Mr.  William  Mackenzie,  of 


Toronto,  was  elected  by  the  graduates  as  one  of  their  representatives 
on  the  Board,  hut  as  he  could  not  make  it  convenient  to  serve,  the 
Rev.  Alfred  Gaudier,  D.D.,  was  elected  instead. 


THE  STAFF. 

Not  many  changes  have  been  made  in  the  staff  during  the  year. 
Mr.  Patchett,  formerly  Assistant,  has  been  appointed  Associate- 
Professor  in  Moderns ;  Mr.  Skelton,  formerly  Lecturer,  has  been 
appointed  Assistant-Professor  in  Political  Science;  Mr.  John  F. 
Macdonald  has  been  appointed  second  Assistant  in  English ;  Mr. 
Herbert  T.  Wallace,  B.D.,  has  been  appointed  Lecturer  in  Hebrew. 

FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  report  at  length  on  the  regular  and  familiar 
work  of  each  department.  It  may,  however,  be  of  interest  to  gradu¬ 
ates  and  other  friends  to  note  some  new  or  exceptional  features  in 
the  work  of  the  University,  and  also  to  see,  from  the  statistical  in¬ 
formation  given  in  the  statements  of  professors,  how  large  are  some 
of  the  classes,  and  how  great  is  the  need  of  an  increase  to  our  staff.

(See  calendar  pp.  57-60).  It  will  be  observed  that  in  Arts  there 
has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  extra-mural  students. 
Efforts  are  made  to  secure  the  fullest  possible  efficiency  in  the  extra¬ 
mural  work  and  the  opportunities  thus  afforded  are  proving  of  great 
advantage  to  a  growing  number  of  students  throughout  the  country. 
The  Senate  have  decided  that  all  extra-mural  students  proceeding  to 
a  degree,  registered  after  Oct.  21,  1909,  will  be  required  to  attend  at 
least  one  session. 

Latin  and  Greek.

Preparatory  classes  in  Latin  and  Greek  are  rendered  necessary 
by  the  fact  that  a  number  of  students,  otherwise  capable  of  matricu¬ 
lation,  are  unable  to  pass  the  entrance  examination  in  these  subjects. 
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Some  of  those  who  make  speeial  progress  in  the  Preparatory  classes 
are  able,  by  extra-mural  instruction  during  the  summer,  to  pass  the 
Junior  examination  in  September,  and  so  take  up  the  Senior  work 
in  their  second  year. 

The  professor  of  Latin  draws  attention  to  the  way  in  which  the 
work  of  his  Junior  and  Senior  classes  has  been  seriously  affected  by 
the  extent  to  which  the  students  engage  in  social  functions  and  in 
committee  and  other  meetings.  Prof.  Macgillivray  also  notes  as  one 
of  the  principal  drawbacks  to  more  effective  work  the  amount  of 
social  dissipation,  adding  that  this  is  more  marked  in  the  case  of  the 
women  than  of  the  men  students,  and  the  majority  in  German  belong 
to  the  previous  class.  Prof.  Patchett  also  ascribes  the  unsatisfactory 
character  of  work  in  his  Junior  class  in  great  measure  to  the  large 
number  of  social  functions.  This  indicates  a  tendency  in  modern 
University  life  against  which  it  is  necessary  to  guard.  In  justice  to 
our  students,  however,  it  must  be  noted  that,  in  the  case  of  a  great 
many  of  them,  social  life  is  almost  entirely  restricted  to  gatherings 
in  the  University.

The  enrollment  in  Moderns,  including  extra-murals,  has  been 
as  follows :

In  both  French  and  German,  as  in  Classics,  there  is  a  class  pre¬ 
paratory  to  the  Junior.  Fortnightly  meetings  of  all  students  in 
German  for  purposes  of  conversation,  etc.,  were  held  during  the 
session,  and  at  one  of  these  meetings  a  German  play  was  presented 
by  nine  students.  There  is  need  of  fuller  assistance  in  French,  and 
therefore  it  is  proposed  to  secure  the  services  of  a  Fellow  to  take 
the  place  of  the  two  tutors. 

Two  gold  medals,  to  be  known  by  the  names  of  the  donors, 
have  been  offered  by  Messrs.  Malcolm  McCormick  and  A.  W. 
Alexander,  of  Guelph,  for  competition  in  German. 


Mathematics. 

The  instruction  in  Mathematics  given  to  the  Arts  students  is 
distinct  from  that  given  to  the  students  of  the  School  of  Mining. 
Dean  Dupuis  reports  an  attendance  on  the  Mathematics  classes  in 
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Arts  alone  for  the  past  session  of  :  Junior,  67 ;  Senior,  21  ;  Honours, 
29;  in  all,  117;  besides  extra-murals.  The  work  of  the  classes  was 
uninterrupted  and  satisfactory. 

Physics. 

As  in  Mathematics,  the  instruction  given  in  Physics  to  Arts  stud¬ 
ents  is  distinct  from  that  given  to  the  Science  students.  Prof.  Clark 
reports  that,  while  the  Pass  courses  have  been  given  as  usual,  the  Pre¬ 
liminary  Honours  courses  in  Dynamics  have  been  somewhat  abridged 
this  year  owing  to  the  illness  of  Prof.  Carmichael.  He  adds :  “While 
we  are  handicapped  by  insufficient  equipment  and  inadequate  teaching 
force,  yet  we  are  able  to  do  work  of  a  very  high  grade.  I  desire  very 
much  to  be  able  to  have  one  or  more  Fellowships  in  Physics  in  the 
near  future  as  well  as  another  lecturer,  so  that  we  may  offer  graduate 
work  leading  to  an  advanced  degree,  and  have  more  time  for  re¬ 
search  work  which  is  so  essential  in  a  progressive  department.  Even 
under  the  great  pressure  of  work  this  year,  a  small  amount  of 
research  has  been  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Baker.  We 
are  endeavouring  to  improve  our  courses  for  Science  Specialists  in 
order  that  the  standard  of  teaching  of  Elementary  Physics  in  the 
schools  may  be  improved,  and  are  giving  a  course  of  lectures  and  an 
extensive  experimental  course  with  this  end  in  view.” 

English. 

Last  year  the  Trustees  authorized  the  appointment  of  an  addi¬ 
tional  Assistant  in  this  Department,  who  would  specially  devote  his 
attention  to  English  composition  in  the. Junior  classes.  For  this  posi¬ 
tion  the  services  of  Mr.  John  F.  Macdonald,  M.A.,  a  graduate  of 
Queen's  with  experience  in  Collegiate  Institute  work,  were  secured. 
Mr.  Macdonald  has  shared  this  work  with  Assistant  Prof.  Marshall. 
By  essays  and  exercises  frequently  required  and  faithfully  criticised, 
gratifying  results  were  secured.  “At  the  same  time,”  writes  Prof. 
Marshall,  “it  is  still  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  poor  quality 
of  matriculant  English,  made  more  apparent  this  year  by  the  fact  that 
there  were  in  the  class  four  young  men  who  had  received  their  pre¬ 
liminary  training  in  Scotland  or  England.  No  Canadian  student 
could  compare  with  them  in  fluency,  accuracy,  or  force  of  expres¬ 
sion.”  The  Junior  English  class  for  Science  students  of  the  first 
year  is  described  by  Prof.  Marshall  as  the  best  in  the  history  of  the 
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Mining  School.  ‘‘The  defects  in  composition  were,  however,  even 
more  marked  than  in  the  case  of  the  Arts  students.”  Prof.  Mac¬ 
donald  says  of  this  class :  “Too  many  of  the  students  seem  imbued 
with  the  idea  that  anything  beyond  spelling  and  syntax  is  not 
practical.” 

The  Junior  English  classes  for  both  Arts  and  Science  students 
were  subdivided  for  composition,  both  of  these  being  conducted 
mainly  by  Profs.  Marshall  and  Macdonald,  while  Prof.  Cappon  takes 
each  of  them  one  hour  a  week.  Prof.  Cappon  takes  the  Senior  class 
twice  a  week,  and  he  and  Prof.  Marshall  conduct  the  Honours 
classes.  Increased  efforts  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  extra¬ 
mural  students,  the  work  with  them  being  done  largely  by  Prof. 
Macdonald.  Questions  prepared  by  Prof.  Cappon  and  Prof.  Mar¬ 
shall  are  sent  to  them,  the  answers  being  corrected  and  returned  to 
the  students. 

The  enrollment  in  English  has  been:  Junior  English — Arts,  100 
(including  37  extra-murals)  ;  Science,  93.  Senior  English — 162  (of 
whom  52  were  extra-murals).  Preliminary  Honours,  30;  Intermedi¬ 
ate  and  Final  Honours,  49.  Total,  384.

During  the  past  session  Mr.  Skelton,  formerly  Fellow,  has  acted 
as  Lecturer.  Through  this  increased  assistance  the  intra-murals 
have  been  receiving  more  thorough  drill  in  essay  and  exercise  work, 
while  special  attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  improvement  of 
work  for  extra-murals.  The  essay  work  hitherto  conducted  has  been 
supplemented  by  providing  exercises,  giving  notes  on  the  texts  pre¬ 
scribed,  and  detailed  questions,  the  answers  to  which  are  examined 
and  returned.  These  exercises  are  along  the  line  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  Correspondence  work.  Mr.  Skelton  has  taken  one  of  the 
three  classes  in  Economics  and  two  of  the  five  in  Preliminary  and 
Final  Honours,  and  the  School  of  Mining  class  in  Economics 
until  the  middle  of  January.  During  Prof.  Shortt’s  occasional  ab- 
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sences  on  arbitration  duties  Mr.  Skelton  took  the  whole  classwork, 
Prof.  Shortt  making  up  time  on  his  return  by  taking  Mr.  Skelton's 
lecture  periods.  The  work  of  the  Department  has  thus  been  carried 
on  with  increased  efficiency. 

History. 

The  enrollment  has  been,  in  European  History,  40;  in  English 
Constitutional  History,  36;  in  Honours,  16;  total,  92.  Prof.  Morison, 
after  his  first  year's  experience  in  Canada,  reports :  “I  have  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  my  best  pupils.  In  the  lower  strata  the 
essays  revealed  considerable  defects  in  spelling  and  composition,  but 
the  blame  seemed  usually  to  lie  with  the  education  of  the  student 
rather  than  with  any  carelessness  on  his  part.  But  my  best  students 

are  quite  up  to  the  level  of  Scottish  Honour  students.  .  .  .  Our 

» 

best  Final  Honours  men  will  tend  naturally  to  work  at  Colonial  sub¬ 
jects,  and  I  intend  by  lectures  and  a  seminar  class  to  concentrate 
more  attention  on  Colonial  History.  .  We  have  formed  an 

Historical  Society  which  will  devote  its  chief  energies  to  arrange 
lectures  each  month  in  session  by  well-known  lecturers,  and  to  retain 
connection  between  the  class  and  former  members  through  a  Read¬ 
ing  Union  scheme.”

Part  of  the  work  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  is  under 
charge  of  the  Philosophical  Department.  The  number  registered  for 
this  degree  is  15 ;  for  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pedagogy  2,  and  for  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  6;  in  all,  23  post-graduate  students  preparing  for 
higher  degrees.  There  are  thus  in  Mental  Philosophy  164  and  in 
Moral  Philosophy  161  ;  making  allowance  for  39  registered  in  both 
classes  as  Pass  or  Honour  students,  a  total  in  Philosophy  of  286. 
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The  special  voluntary  class  in  Aesthetics  conducted  by  Prof.  Dyde 
is  a  proof  that  the  interest  in  Philosophy  is  not  limited  to  compulsory 
classes  and  work  leading  directly  to  a  degree,  while  the  number  of 
post-graduate  students  indicates  the  continued  importance  of  the 
work  done  in  Philosophy. 

Dr.  Watson,  in  common  with  other  members  of  the  Faculty, 
while  recognizing  the  high  average  intelligence  of  his  students,  finds 
that  a  considerable  number  of  those  in  the  Pass  class  show  very 
deficient  elementary  training  in  English  composition.  The  work  of 
the  extra-murals  was  of  a  comparatively  high  character.  Dr.  Watson 
is  publishing  a  volume  of  Expository  notes  on  the  Philosophy  of 
Kant  (the  subject  of  the  Preliminary  Honour  class),  one  reason  for 
his  doing  so  being  that  the  Notes  will  thus  be  available  for  extra¬ 
mural,  as  well  as  intra-mural,  students. 

It  is  always  gratifying  to  note  the  issue  of  any  important  work 
by  a  member  of  our  staff.  During  the  past  year  there  was  published 
by  Messrs.  Jas.  MacLehose  and  Sons,  Glasgow,  a  Series  of  Lectures 
by  Prof.  Watson,  entitled  “The  Philosophical  Basis  of  Religion." 
Like  other  works  by  our  Vice-Principal,  this  volume  has  been  most 
favorably  received  and  criticised. 

Botany. 

Prof.  MacClement  reports  in  Pass  Botany  37  in  attendance,  with 
1 1  extra  murals,  in  all,  48.  In  Preliminary  Honours  there  were  5  in 
attendance  and  6  extra-murals,  and  in  Final  Honours  3 ;  total,  62. 
As  students  may  obtain  the  Specialist  standing  of  the  Department  of 
Education  by  completing  Preliminary  Honours,  care  is  taken  to 
include  those  portions  of  Botany  most  essential  to  teachers.  Of  his 
Final  Honours  students  Prof.  MacClement  says,  “they  did  excellent 
work,  and  I  am  glad  to  recommend  them  unreservedly  for  teaching 
Botany  in  high  schools.”  A  course  in  Botany  for  students  of  medi¬ 
cine  will  be  given  next  year  to  students  of  the  B.A.  M.D.  and 
B.Sc.  M.D.  courses.  A  special  class  will  also  be  formed  next  year 
for  Science  students,  in  which  the  particular  aspects  of  Botany  most 
important  to  them  will  be  discussed.  The  Department  has  received 
from  Prof.  Dupuis  the  donation  of  a  valuable  microscope. 

Animal  Biology. 

Prof.  Knight  reports  attendance  in  Arts  Pass  class  63,  Honours 
19;  Medical  classes  1st  year  47,  2nd  year  44.  Total,  173. 
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The  course  in  the  Pass  class  has  been  somewhat  modified  for 
the  benefit  of  Practical  Science  students  taking  up  Sanitary  Engi¬ 
neering.  The  course  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  which  is  offered 
to  Arts  students  as  an  alternative  for  Morphology,  has  not  been 
largely  patronized.  Dr.  Knight  says :  “Our  students  do  not,  as  a 
rule,  care  properly  for  their  health,  and  I  should  be  glad  to  see  the 
Senate  make  some  better  provision  for  furnishing  all  students  with 
the  instruction  which  they  need  in  order  to  enable  them  to  do  so. 
Incidentally  this  instruction  should  include  a  discussion  of  the  infec¬ 
tious  nature  of  consumption  and  how  its  ravages  may  be  lessened." 


Autumn  Convocation. 

A  year  ago  it  was  agreed  to  hold  a  Convocation  at  the  opening 
of  the  session  for  conferring  honorary  degrees  and  for  any  installa¬ 
tion  ceremonies.  Accordingly,  the  Autumn  Convocation  was  held 
on  the  16th  October — University  Day — when  honorary  degrees  were 
conferred  on  the  Hon.  George  P.  Graham,  Minister  of  Railways  and 
Canals ;  Dr.  Archibald  B.  Geikie,  of  Toronto,  and,  in  absentia,  upon 
Mr.  A.  P.  Low,  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada.  On 
the  same  occasion,  Prof.  Morison  was  installed  into  the  Chair  of 
History,  and  Dean  Lavell  and  Prof.  Stevenson  were  installed  in 
connection  with  the  newly  instituted  Faculty  of  Education.  Inter¬ 
esting  addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Graham,  Dr. 
Geikie  and  the  newly  installed  professors. 

Spring  Convocation. 

The  usual  Convocation  at  the  close  of  the  session  was  held  on 
the  29th  April.  The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  University,  Sir  Sandford  Fleming,  K.C.M.G. ;  on  Mr. 
Milton  Hersey,  of  Montreal,  and,  in  absentia,  on  Mr.  John  Charlton, 
of  Lynedoch,  and  Dr.  Lewellys  Barker,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Univer¬ 
sity,  Baltimore.  The  degree  of  B.A.  was  conferred  on  53  students; 
M.A.  on  18  ;  B.  Paed.  on  5;  M.D.  on  46;  B.Sc.  on  32;  M.E.  on  2; 
B.D.  on  2;  Ph.D.  on  1;  Diploma  in  Elect.  Eng.  on  2;  testamur  in 
Theology  on  5 ;  in  all  166. 

The  Chancellor  presented  the  University  with  a  bust  of  Andrew 
Carnegie,  LL.D.,  which  was  received  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  the  Hon.  Justice  Maclennan. 
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Observatory. 


l^or  various  reasons  it  was  found  impracticable  to  erect  the  new 
Astionomical  Observatory  last  summer.  Plans,  however,  have  been 
prepared  for  a  simple  but  substantial  structure,  and  the  Trustees  have 


passed  the  estimates,  so  that  the  work  of  erection  will  at  once 
be  undertaken.  It  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  use 
next  session. 


Gymnasium. 

Ihe  following  statement,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Athletic  Com¬ 
mittee,  shows  to  what  extent  the  students  avail  themselves  of  the 
Gymnasium :

Museum. 

Prof.  MacClement,  as  Curator  of  the  Museum,  reports  as  fol¬ 
lows :  “With  the  completion  of  the  alcoves  by  the  addition  of  new 
cases  we  have  space  to  exhibit,  in  a  crowded  way,  our  ethnological, 
historical  and  biological  specimens.  The  most  notable  addition  to  the 
Museum  for  many  years  is  the  magnificent  collection  of  ethnological 
specimens  from  Dr.  J.  P.  Thomson,  of  Brisbane,  Australia.  These 
consist  of  ornaments,  dresses,  and  utensils  from  Australia,  New 
Guinea,  New  Hebrides,  Solomon  Islands  and  Samoa.  The  total  list 
covers  457  articles,  besides  142  shells.  The  present  value  of  the  col¬ 
lection  is  very  great,  as  many  of  the  specimens  are  unique,  and  others 
can  be  duplicated  only  with  great  difficulty.  It  will  be  annually 
increasing  in  value  because  of  the  disappearance  of  the  races 
represented. 

“From  Dr.  Malloch,  of  Hamilton,  we  received  an  ancient  welking- 
stick,  with  an  interesting  history;  from  Prof.  Nicol  some  specimens 
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of  vegetable  gum;  from  Miss  Herkemer,  of  Collinsbay,  a  collection 
of  old  coins,  and  from  Mr.  Britt,  of  Collinsbay,  specimens  of  the 
chief  food  fishes  of  Lake  Ontario. 

“The  animal  forms  in  the  Museum  were  this  year  made  the  basis 
of  a  course  in  Systematic  Zoology.  Much  interest  was  shown  by  the 
students  in  the  study  and  identification  of  these,  and  in  out-door 
application  of  their  knowledge  of  the  wild  life  found  in  the  parks. 
For  making  the  Museum  a  strong  practical  aid  in  Biological  study  we 
require  the  services  of  a  taxidermist  interested  in  natural  history. 
W  e  can  often  obtain  specimens  in  the  flesh  when  the  donors  would 
not  go  to  the  expense  of  having  the  creature  mounted  before 
presenting  it.” 


Faculty  of  Theology. 

There  were  registered  36  students  in  Theology,  of  whom  five 
were  post-graduates  taking  special  work  in  either  the  B.D.  or  Ph.D. 
courses.  The  final  year  was  the  smallest  for  many  years,  numbering 
only  six.  The  first  and  second  years,  however,  were  fairly  large,  and 
there  are  in  the  Arts  classes  sixty-seven  who  have  indicated  their  in¬ 
tention  to  study  for  the  ministry. 

The  Alumni  Conference,  which  is  of  special  value  to  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  Theology,  Philosophy  and  Criticism,  was  held  as  usual  last 
November,  and  was  of  great  interest  to  those  present.  The  lectures 
delivered  at  the  Conference,  under  the  Chancellor’s  Lectureship, 
during  the  past  two  years  by  Prof.  Jordan,  are  being  published. 
Prof.  Dyde  will  be  the  Chancellor’s  Lecturer  for  next  session. 

During  the  session  the  Divinity  students  had  special  courses 
of  lectures  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gaudier,  of  Toronto,  on  Present  Day 
Christian  Missions,  from  Rev.  Dr.  Milligan,  of  Toronto,  on  the 
Office  and  Work  of  the  Preacher,  and  from  Rev.  Dr.  MacTavish, 
of  Kingston,  on  the  formation  and  maintenance  of  Young  People’s 
Societies. 

It  has  been  found  difficult  to  make  satisfactory  permanent 
arrangements  for  instruction  in  Elocution,  but  a  course  of  lectures 
on  this  subject,  with  special  individual  teaching,  was  given  by  Prof. 
A.  J.  Stephen,  of  Montreal.  In  addition  to  all  the  Theological 
students,  a  number  of  Arts  students  availed  themselves  of  these 
lectures,  and  Prof.  Stephen’s  services  were  highly  appreciated. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  contemplate  the  withdrawal  of 
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Prof.  Macnaughton,  who  leaves  us  to  resume  work  in  the  Classics 

department  of  McGill  University.  He  has  been  an  inspiring  and 

helpful  teacher,  and  in  leaving  Queen’s  he  carries  with  him  the  affec- 
•  t  #  * 
tionate  esteem,  alike  of  his  colleagues  and  of  his  students. 

Faculty  of  Education. 

The  Faculty  of  Education  was  organized  just  in  time  for  the 
opening  of  its  first  session  on  the  1st  October,  1907.  Beginning  with 
about  35  students  the  class  gradually  increased  to  42.  Instruction 
was  begun  within  the  first  three  days  of  October  in  the  History  and 
Principles  of  Education,  Psychology,  and  the  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Elementary  Education;  and,  as  the  difficulties  of  the  time-table 
were  gradually  surmounted,  the  other  subjects  of  the  curriculum 
were  added. 

The  subjects  taken  by  the  students  in  this  Faculty  embrace:  (1) 
History  of  Education,  by  Dean  Lavell ;  Principles  of  Education  and 
Psychology,  by  Prof.  Stevenson;  Methods  of  Elementary  Education, 
by  J.  R.  Stuart,  M.A.  (2)  High  School  Work,  by  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Collegiate  Institute.  (3)  Public  School  and  general  work 
by  Mr.  Stuart  and  some  of  the  Public  School  teachers. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  students  were  addressed  from  time  to 
time  by  Prof.  Dyde  and  Prof.  Knight,  and  those  who  had  never 
attended  the  University  before  were  required  to  attend  about  two- 
thirds  of  Prof.  Cappon’s  lectures  in  Senior  English.  A  very-  con¬ 
siderable  number  also  were  in  regular  attendance  on  other  classes 
in  xArts. 

With  this  actual  instruction  our  students  have  been  carefully 
guided  on  the  practical  side  of  their  professional  training.  An  ar¬ 
rangement  with  the  Kingston  Board  of  Education,  which  has  recently 
been  renewed  for  the  year  1908-09,  places  at  our  disposal  the  build¬ 
ings  and  staffs  of  the  Collegiate  Institute  and  the  Victoria  School 
for  observation,  practice  and  practical  instruction  in  methods  of 
teaching.  Every  student  is  obliged  to  see  at  least  fifty  lessons  taught 
by  experienced  teachers,  and  to  teach  at  least  twenty  lessons  under 
critical  observation.  The  Board  has  appointed  our  Lecturer  in 
Elementary  Education,  Mr.  J.  R.  Stuart,  Supervising  Principal  of 
the  Public  School  used  by  the  Faculty  for  observation  and  practice, 
so  that  the  Principal  (Mr.  Jordan)  and  Mr.  Stuart  may  have  every 
opportunity  to  co-operate  in  making  the  school  efficient,  and  in 
ensuring  the  value  of  the  observation  and  experience  of  the  students. 
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For  this  use  of  the  schools  and  for  formal  instruction  and  practical 
guidance  in  High  School  and  Public  School  subjects,  the  sum  of 
$3,000  is  to  be  paid  by  the  University  to  the  Board  of  Education,  to 


be  distributed  among  the  various  teachers  and  officers  on  whom  the 
burden  falls. 

Although  the  training  of  teachers  for  Secondary  Schools  has 
been  handed  over  to  the  Universities  of  Toronto  and  Queen’s,  yet 
the  diploma  from  the  Faculty  of  Education  of  either  University 
would  be  of  little  value  without  the  certificate  of  the  Provincial  De¬ 
partment  of  Education.  It  has  been  necessary,  therefore,  to  confer 
with  the  Department  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  instructors  as 
well  as  the  details  of  the  curriculum  and  regulations.  It  may,  how¬ 
ever,  be  expected  that  the  Deans  and  instructors  of  the  Faculties  of 
Education  shall  become  increasingly  the  advisers  of  the  Minister  in 
regard  to  the  training  of  teachers. 

The  Government  grant  for  the  past  year  was  $5,000,  and  the 
appropriation  for  1908  is  $9,000.  This,  however,  is  not  quite  sufficient 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Faculty,  as  the  low  salaries  paid  by  the 
Kingston  Board  of  Education  and  the  necessity  of  having  teachers  of 
a  high  grade  to  conduct  the  practical  work  of  lessons  and  drill  for 
our  students  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  supplement  their  salaries 
from  the  Government  grant.  It  may  be  hoped  that  the  Government 
will  increase  the  appropriation  next  year,  as  it  must  be  the  desire  of 
the  Department  of  Education,  no  less  than  of  the  University,  to  have 
all  the  work  connected  with  the  Faculty  of  Education  thoroughly 
efficient. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  Faculty  of  Education  were  held  on 
Friday,  22nd  May,  when  addresses  were  delivered  by  Vice-Principal 
Watson  and  Mr.  William  Wilfred  Campbell,  of  Ottawa. 


Library. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year  1907-08  were  as 
follows : —

showing  an  increase  of  about  three  hundred  on  the  previous  year. 
Many  valuable  donations  have  been  received  during  this  session,  espe¬ 
cially  from  the  U.  S.  Government  and  the  Australian  Government,  by 
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which  the  department  of  Political  Science  has  been  especially  bene¬ 
fited.  The  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington  also  presents  us  with 
all  their  publications,  which  are  of  great  value  in  many  departments 
of  work. 

Specially  valuable  additions  have  been  made  during  this  session 
in  the  department  of  Botany,  in  the  Canadian  section,  and  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Faculty  of  Education. 

With  each  session  the  work  of  the  Library  becomes  more 
extensive,  and  during  the  past  session  the  increase  has  been  especially 
marked,  owing  to  the  establishment  of  the  Faculty  of  Education  and 
the  constantly  widening  circle  of  extra-mural  students.  This  increase 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  while  in  the  years  preceding  1906-7  the 
highest  amount  of  deposits  made  by  students  never  at  any  one  time 
exceeded  $387,  in  the  last  two  years  the  highest  amount  was  re¬ 
spectively  $466  and  $598.  In  Library  work,  as  in  other  divisions  of 
University  activity,  the  need  of  additional  funds  is  much  felt.  The 
present  most  pressing  want  is  a  sum  for  the  purpose  of  thoroughly 
equipping  the  Consulting  Libraries  in  the  two  Arts  buildings  with  a 
good  stock  of  dictionaries,  encyclopaedias,  and  other  books  of  refer¬ 
ence,  the  present  supply  being  totally  inadequate  to  the  increasing 
demand,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Consulting  Libraries  being  re¬ 
stricted  by  this  deficiency  which  must  be  met  by  a  special  fund,  as 
it  cannot  be  taken  from  the  annual  income  of  the  Library,  which  is 
barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  annual  demands.  For  this  purpose  the 
Trustees  have  made  a  grant  of  $500  a  year  for  two  years. 

Increased  facilities  have  been  offered  during  the  past  session  to 
students  engaged  with  debates  or  special  essays  for  working  in  the 
Library.  These  advantages  are  much  appreciated. 

The  receipts  for  the  present  session,  including  a  balance  of  $844, 
were  about  $4,400 ;  the  expenditure  was  about  $3,500. 

Proposed  Change  of  Constitution. 

A  Memorial  from  the  Senate  of  the  University  was  recently 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  object  of  which  is  thus  set 
forth : — 

“Your  memorialists  beg  respectfully  to  state  that  in  their 
opinion  it  is  quite  practicable  to  make  such  alteration  in  Queen’s  con¬ 
stitution  as  will  bring  the  University  under  the  benefit  of  the  Car¬ 
negie  Foundation,  and  that  this  may  be  done  without  essential 
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disturbance  of  either  the  relation  which  the  Theological  Hall  has  to 
the  University,  or  anything  that  is  natural  and  vital  in  the  relation 
which  now  exists  between  the  University  and  the  Presbyterian 
Church.” 

Regarding  this  memorial  the  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  on  30th 
April,  passed  the  following  resolution  : — 

“After  careful  consideration  of  the  Memorial  presented  by  the 
Senate,  and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  at  the  request  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  the  Board  of  Trustees  agreed  ‘to  maintain  the  present 
relations  between  the  Church  and  University,’  the  Board  resolves  to 
transmit  the  Memorial,  with  its  accompanying  documents,  to  the 
General  Assembly  and  to  ask  for  the  Assembly’s  advice  in  the 
premises.” 

In  accordance  with  this  Resolution  of  the  Trustees,  the  Memo¬ 
rial  was  duly  forwarded  to  the  General  Assembly  and  considered  by 
them  at  their  recent  meeting  in  Winnipeg.  The  decision  of  the 
Assembly  regarding  it  was  as  follows: — 

That  the  General  Assembly  having  heard  the  Memorial  of  the 
Senate  transmitted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University, 
and  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  subject,  reaffirm  the 
position  taken  by  the  Assembly  of  1904,  and  remit  the  Memorial  to 
the  Trustees  to  consider  what  steps  may  be  taken  to  provide  retiring 
allowances  for  aged  and  infirm  Professors  as  cases  may  arise. 

The  Endowment  Fund. 

The  progress  of  the  canvass  for  additional  endowment  is 
shown  in  the  following  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  co-operate  in  this  work  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  University: — 

The  Endowment  movement  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past 
year  by  the  methods  indicated  in  former  reports;  by  visiting  congre¬ 
gations  and  individuals ;  by  the  distribution  of  literature  and  the 
good  offices  of  the  press,  and  by  seeking  the  co-operation  of  the 
graduates  and  friends  of  the  University  wherever  found.  A  large 
section  of  territory  has  been  covered,  and  substantial  progress  has 
been  made.  This  has  been  due  to  the  earnest  work  of  many  willing 
friends  of  the  movement.  For  several  months,  Messrs.  J.  J.  Wright, 
W.  IT.  Machines  and  D.  G.  MacPhail  were  associated  with  the 
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Agent  and  did  excellent  service.  A  gratifying  feature  of  the  year’s 
work,  which  has  meant  much  to  the  success  of  the  Fund,  was  the 
fine  spirit  shown  by  several  of  our  ministers  and  graduates,  who,  in 
addition  to  their  own  arduous  duties,  voluntarily  devoted  some  weeks 
to  the  forwarding  of  the  canvass.  The  thanks  of  the  Church  and 
University  are  also  due  to  Conveners  of  Committees  and  to  many 
ministers  and  office-bearers  of  the  Church  and  many  graduates  of 
the  University  who  aided  enthusiastically  in  their  own  places  of 
residence. 

The  C on s t ituen cy .

On  April  1st,  1907,  205  congregations  had  been  visited,  since 
then  165  have  been  added  to  the  list,  bringing  the  total  number  of 

o  o 

congregations  visited  up  to  370. 

Of  the  561  self-sustaining  congregations  in  the  three  central 
Synods,  about  500  are  of  sufficient  financial  strength  to  repay  a  visit 
in  the  interests  of  the  Fund.  370  have  been  visited.  In  30  there 
are  no  openings  for  a  canvass,  either  through  lack  of  sympathy, 
or  because  of  local  obligations.  In  20  others,  openings  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  future  are  quite  unlikely.  About  80  congregations,  therefore, 
remain,  in  many  of  which  arrangements  have  already  been  made  for 
the  canvass,  and  in  the  balance  of  which  appointments  should  be 
secured  before  the  end  of  1908. 

F in  and  a  1  Ti  eturn s . 

The  total  amount,  definitely  assured,  on  April  1st,  1907,  was 
$253,464.00;  since  then,  subscriptions  amounting  to  upwards  of 
$51,000.00  have  been  received.  The  total  amount  promised  on  May 
1st,  1908,  was  $305,049.60,  and  of  this  amount  $168,273.67  had  been 
paid.  In  addition  to  these  sums,  conditional  and  verbal  promises, 
amounting  to  about  $10,000.00,  have  been  made  by  citizens  of  King¬ 
ston,  and  quite  recently  a  warm  friend  of  Queen’s  intimated  that  he 
was  prepared  to  give  a  donation  of  $25,000.00  to  the  Fund. 

The  soliciting  of  subscriptions  has  been  mainly  carried  on 
through  Presbyterial  organization,  and  the  returns  from  the  Presby¬ 
teries  of  the  central  Synods,  up  to  May  1st,  1908,  including  the  larger

I  )ifficulties  and  Encouragements. 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  former  years  have  not  yet  been 
overcome.  Indifference  to  the  claims  of  higher  education  and  appar¬ 
ent  unwillingness  to  recognize  the  serious  responsibility  assumed  by 
the  Church  through  the  action  of  successive  Assemblies,  and  the  fact 
that  many  congregations  and  individuals,  well  disposed  towards 
Queen’s,  were  fully  occupied  with  local  obligations  or  with  other 
educational,  missionary  or  benevolent  appeals,  hindered  the  progress 
of  the  Fund.  Then,  too,  during  the  last  few  months,  comparatively 
few  congregations  have  been  ready  for  the  canvass.  In  October, 
1907,  the  representatives  of  the  Fund  were  in  a  position  to  visit  all 
the  places  that  were  available  between  then  and  the  end  of  the  cal¬ 
endar  year.  A  number  of  appointments  made  for  May  were  deferred 
awaiting  the  action  of  the  Assembly  on  the  reference  by  the  Trustees 
on  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  the  University.  But  the  most 
serious  drawback  of  recent  months  has  been  the  financial  stringency 
existing  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  This  condition,  not  only  made 
effective  work  impossible  in  many  quarters,  but  compelled  several 
men  of  large  means  of  whom  substantial  gifts  were  expected  to 
postpone  action  and  even  consideration. 

Encouragements,  however,  have  not  been  wanting.  The  new 
interest  awakened  in  many  sections  of  the  country,  the  sympathy 
and  support  of  many  graduates  of  other  universities  and  the  ready 
service  of  scores  of  those  who  have  given  time  and  thought  to  the 
movement,  all  contain  undoubted  promise  for  the  future.  It  is  espe¬ 
cially  gratifying,  too,  to  note  the  widespread  loyalty  of  men  of  mod¬ 
erate  means,  several  thousands  of  whom  have  according  to  their 
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ability  made  generous  response.  Tn  view  of  the  trying  conditions 
under  which  the  canvass  has  been  prosecuted,  your  Committee  desire 
to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  many  donors,  and  their  great 
gratification  with  the. progress  made. 

Such  deep  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  should  prove  a  pow¬ 
erful  incentive  to  those  who  are  able  to  give  larger  gifts  and  make  it 
possible  for  Queen’s  to  cope  with  the  exacting  demands  of  modern 
University  education.  If  the  vigour  and  enthusiasm  of  those  who 
have  voluntarily  shared  in  the  work  could  he  extended  to  a  wider 
circle  we  are  confident  that  the  $400,000.00  required  to  claim  Mr. 
Carnegie’s  promise  of  the  last  hundred  thousand  would  he  subscribed 
within  a  few  months.  To  reach  this  goal  we  earnestly  bespeak  the 
united  effort  of  the  Church  and  other  friends  of  he  University.

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The  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Connell,  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  reports  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

The  Fifty-fourth  Session  has  been  satisfactory  and  has  been 
marked  by  events  of  more  than  usual  interest  and  importance. 

The  registration  is  213.  A  considerable  number  of  applications 
for  admission  have  been  rejected.  Many  of  these  were  from  West 
Indian  students  who  did  not  seem  to  be  sufficiently  prepared  to  begin 
professional  studies.  Some  were  from  other  medical  schools.  The 
Faculty  considers  it  desirable  that  all  who  are  admitted  should  have 
completed  the  University  Medical  Matriculation  or  its  equivalent, 
and  it  does  not  encourage  students  to  come  from  other  medical 
schools.  Only  three  have  been  admitted  ad  eundem  this  year. 

The  Laboratories  Building  has  been  completed  and  was  formally 
opened  on  January  14th,  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The  Trustees 
are  invited  to  inspect  the  building.  The  application  to  the  Ontario 
Government  for  an  annual  grant  towards  the  maintenance  of  this 
new  building  and  to  support  and  promote  the  work  of  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Health  as  carried  on  in  it,  has  not  been  granted. 

The  Faculty  has  added  a  year  to  the  course  for  the  degree  of 
M.D.  On  the  completion  of  four  years  it  will  grant  the  degree  of 
M.B.  The  fifth  year  is  to  be  spent  in  practical  work,  three  optional 
courses  being  permitted.  This  will  make  the  course  the  same  as  that 
required  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario  for  license  to  practice  in 
the  Province.  The  change  applies  to  all  students  entering  upon  the 
study  of  medicine  in  September,  1908,  and  thereafter. 

A  postgraduate  course  has  been  outlined  for  the  Diploma  of 
Public  Health  (D.P.H.).  Regulations  have  been  adopted  for  the 
higher  degree  of  D.Sc.,  making  this  available  for  graduates  in 
Medicine  upon  terms  equivalent  to  those  in  Arts  and  Science. 

The  course  in  Chemistry  for  medical  students,  conducted  by 
the  School  of  Mining,  has  been  reorganized  and  made  more  prac¬ 
tical.  The  course  and  terms  are  now  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

The  financial  relations  of  the  University  and  the  Faculty  have 
been  fully  discussed  with  a  Committee  of  the  Trustees.  The  Faculty 
trusts  that  its  requests  will  be  granted  so  that  it  may  meet  the  obliga¬ 
tions  it  has  already  incurred  and  provide  for  the  further  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  school.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  at  least  all  its 
own  revenues  should  be  available  for  the  purposes  of  the  Faculty. 
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The  Auditor’s  report  is  submitted  herewith.  The  salaries  of 
the  professional  gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  are  each  $150  less  than 
last  year,  although  the  total  revenue  is  about  the  same.  The  de¬ 
crease  is  mainly  due.  to  an  increase  in  the  salaries  granted  to  the 
younger  members  of  the  staff,  and  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Demonstrators  and  Lecturers.  The  small  balance  to  the  credit  of 
expense  account  will  not  pay  the  accounts  during  the  summer  and 
provision  will,  have  to  he  made  for  an  overdraft.

In  regard  to  the  financial  relations  of  the  Medical  Faculty  to  the 
University,  the  Board  .of  Trustees  adopted  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  had  been  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Faculty,  as  follows  : — 

“Your  committee  met  the  committee  of  the  Medical  Faculty, 
and  found  that  the  Medical  Faculty  were  strongly  opposed  to  the 
idea  of  the  University  assuming  the  financial  management  of  the 
Faculty  or  the  payment  of  the  Medical  professors.  Your  committee, 
therefore,  does  not  recommend  any  such  change  at  the  present  time. 
The  committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,200  be  paid  annually 
towards  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  by  the  University, 
the  University  to  receive  the  ad  cundcm  and  graduation  fees  of  the 
Medical  students.  The  committee  recommend  that  the  University 
pay  annually  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Medical  Laboratories 
Building  an  amount  equal  to  that  paid  by  the  Medical  Faculty.  The 
committee  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  present  system  of 
paying  out  the  Faculty  money.” 

Reference  having  been  made  to  the  Ateheson  and  Roberts  be¬ 
quests,  it  was  found  that  these  bequests  had  been  administered 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  wills  of  the  testators  and  with  the 
desires  of  their  executors.

The  overcrowding  mentioned  in  last  annual  report 
must  again  he  referred  to.  Classes  have  been  divided, 
corners  of  buildings  have  been  utilized,  the  main  entrance 
of  Carruthers  Hall  has  been  turned  into  a  small  labora¬ 
tory,  and  still  the  accommodation  is  not  adequate.  The 
Chemistry  building  would  comfortably  accommodate 
about  150.  Next  session  we  must  find  laboratory  room 
in  it  for  at  least  450.  In  order  to  do  this  it  will  be 
necessary  to  fit  up  the  class  room  in  the  attic  flat  with 
laboratory  tables  at  a  'cost  of  about  $600,  for  the  over¬ 
flow  of  the  class  in  Qualitative  analysis.  This  class  will 
then  occupy  three  different  rooms,  necessitating  the 
appointment  of  additional  instructors.  The  most  press¬ 
ing  need  is  evidently  that  of  a  new  building  for  Chem¬ 
istry.  If  we  are  to  provide  for  a  few  years’  growth,  such 
a  building  equipped  will  cost  not  less  than  $100,000. 

The  Botany  Department  of  Queen’s  University, 
which  has  temporarily  occupied  some  of  the  rooms  in 
Fleming  Hall  will  be  removed  during  the  summer  to  the 
old  University  building.  This  removal  will  leave  space 
much  needed  for  the  Departments  of  Civil,  Electrical  and 
Mechanical  Engineering. 

Our  Professors  are  still  overburdened  with  teaching, 
the  additions  to  the  staff  last  session  being  quite  balanced 
by  the  division  of  classes  and  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  students.  One  consequence  of  this  is  a  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  research  work.  This  is  to  be  deplored,  as 
research  is  the  inspiration  of  a  scientific  department. 
When  it  is  absent,  progress  ceases,  professors  become 
dryasdusts,  and  there  is  little  left  to  develop  the  student’s 
power  of  initiative.  There  is  imperative  need  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  assistants  of  the  rank  of  lecturers 
and  fellows.  In  order  to  provide  salaries  for  these  an 
endowment  scheme  has  been  started  by  the  "Board  of 
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Governors.  A  minimum  sum  of  $200,000  is  the  aim.  The 
income  from  this  will  be  used  in  part  for  the  purpose 
stated,  and  in  part  to  increase  salaries.  At  present  salaries 
paid  are  considerably  less  than  those  given  to  men  of  same 
rank  and  experience  in  Queen’s  University.  We  cannot 
hope  to  keep  together  an  efficient  staff  on  salaries  which 
are  not  equal  to  those  paid  in  the  best  Collegiate  Insti¬ 
tutes.  A  third  benefit  arising  out  of  the  endowment  will 
be  that  the  School  of  Mining  thereby  fulfils  one  condition 
of  admission  to  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  a  pension  fund 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  considerable  increase  in  salaries. 
A  fourth  object  will  be  attained  Any  appeal  to  the  On¬ 
tario  Government  for  a  grant  will  be  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  the  School  has  done  something  to  help  itself. 

The  Director  will  devote  himself  to  the  Endowment 
Scheme  until  it  is  completed.  Already  he  has  secured 
three  subscriptions  of  $10,000  each,  two  of  which  may  be 
considerably  increased.  Several  other  large  subscriptions 
have  been  promised,  but  the  amounts  have  not  been  fixed. 
The  School  is  much  indebted  to  Dr.  James  Douglas,  of 
New  York,  who  gave  the  first  subscription  of  $10,000. 
As  the  appeal  is  confined  for  the  present  to  mining  men 
not  particularly  interested  in  Queen’s  University,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  canvass  will  in  no  way  embarrass  the 
efforts  to  complete  the  endowment  of  $500,000  under¬ 
taken  by  Queen’s  several  years  ago. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  School  of  Mining 
should  qualify  as  soon  as  possible  for  admission  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Carnegie  Fund,  as  the  number  of  colleges 
to  be  admitted  is  limited.  The  final  requirement  after 
the  endowment  is  completed  will  be  a  higher  standard  of 
matriculation.  Notice  of  this  has  already  been  given  in 
the  calendar  for  1908-9.  In  1910,  and  thereafter,  the  re¬ 
quirements  will  be  practically  equal  to  those  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  an  Arts  course;  but  Latin  will  not  be  compulsory. 
Any  three  of  the  four  languages  will  be  accepted  or  any 
two  with  Experimental  Science. 

In  connection  with  admission  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Carnegie  Fund,  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
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the  School  of  Mining  and  Agriculture  is  a  distinct  cor¬ 
poration  and  as  such  independent  of  Queen’s  University. 
Denominational  Universities  are  excluded  by  the  terms 
of  the  foundation ;  and  under  her  present  constitution 
Queen’s  has  been  classed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fund  as 
a  denominational  University.  So  long  as  the  University 
retains  its  present  constitution  it  is  imperative  for  the 
School  of  Mining  to  maintain  and  emphasize  its  inde¬ 
pendent  character  and  existence.  This  is  necessary  not 
only  on  account  of  the  terms  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation, 
but  also  in  consideration  of  the  relations  of  the  School 
to  the  Ontario  Government,  and  to  the  wider  constituency 
to  which  it  can  appeal  for  subscriptions. 

In  this  connection  it  would  be  well  for  subscribers  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  enlarging  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors  so  as  to  include  a  number  of  representative  engi¬ 
neers,  and  elected  representatives  of  the  graduates. 

The  Engineering  Society  has  now  a  paid  Secretary 
whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  a  record  of  the  addresses  and 
occupations  of  graduates.  The  latter  are  expected  to 
keep  in  communication  with  this  Secretary  (G.  J.  McKay, 
B.Sc.,  School  of  Mining,  Kingston,  Ontario)  and  to 
inform  him  of  any  changes  of  address  and  of  positions 
wanted  or  vacant.  Professors  will  co-operate  by  giving 
the  Secretary  notice  of  positions  they  know  to  be  vacant. 

The  Faculty,  through  Professor  Gill,  has  arranged 
with  a' number  of  the  large  electrical  and  other  manufac¬ 
turers  to  admit  our  students  as  apprentices  during  the 
summer  vacations  after  their  second  session.  They  will 
be  paid  small  wages,  enough  at  least  to  meet  their  ex¬ 
penses.  This  apprenticeship  will  take  the  place  of  shop 
work  in  the  School  of  Mining.  Other  modifications  of 
the  course  in  the  workshop  will  reduce  the  number  of 
students  to  be  accommodated  there,  so  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  use  the  second  storey  as  a  draughting  room. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff  during 
the  year.  At  the  close  of  1907  Professor  Brock  resigned 
to  accept  the  position  of  Acting  Director  of  the  Geological 
Survey  of  Canada.  Professor  Brock’s  assistant,  Mr.  M. 
B.  Baker,  was  then  asked  to  carry  on  the  department  with 
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the  assistance  of  Mr.  O.  E.  LeRoy,  until  a  permanent 
appointment  could  be  made.  Mr.  Lindsay  Malcolm,  B.Sc., 
was  appointed  lecturer  in  Civil  Engineering  and  Mathe¬ 
matics,  and  Mr.  E.  W.  Henderson,  B.Sc.,  lecturer  on 
Electrical  and  Mechanical  Engineering.  Mr.  W.  O. 
Walker,  M.A.,  was  appointed  lecturer  on  Organic  and 
Dairy  Chemistry,  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Department  of  Agriculture  which  pays  half  his 
salary  on  condition  of  his  giving  half  his  time  to  teaching 
and  research  work  for  the  Dairy  School.  Two  fellow¬ 
ships  have  been  instituted,  one  in  Mineralogy  and  one  in 
Chemistry.  Mr.  Wyatt  Malcolm,  M.A.,  was  appointed 
to  the  former  and  Dr.  W.  P.  Eirth  to  the  latter.  These 
two  appointments  are  for  the  session  only  and  should  be 
made  by  the  Faculty  on  recommendation  of  Professors. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  original 
research  at  the  School  of  Mining,  important  work  has 
been  done  during  the  past  year,  particularly  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Physics.  The  following  researches  have 
been  completed  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Baker : 

1.  On  the  temperature  Coefficient  of  the  velocities  of 
the  Gaseous  Ions. 

2.  On  the  absorption  of  Hydrogen  by  Metallic  Films, 
published  in  the  Physical  Review,  November,  1907. 

3.  On  the  supposed  excess  of  Negative  electricity 
produced  by  spraying.  This  research  was  made  yb  Mr. 
J.  C.  Pomeroy  under  Mr.  Baker’s  direction.  The  results 
are  of  great  importance  and  are  to  be  published  in  the 
Physical  Reviezv. 

In  addition  Mr.  Baker  has  during  the  last  four  years 
published  the  following  papers: 

1.  A  lecture  demonstration  in  Wave  Motion. 

2.  Two  New  Pieces  of  Apparatus  for  Lantern  De¬ 
monstration. 

3.  An  Apparatus  for  the  Lecture  Demonstration  of 
the  Phenomena  of  “Beats.” 

4.  Two  new  Lecture  Experiments  on  the  .Siphon. 

5.  A  new  Lecture  Experiment  on  the  Barometer. 

6.  On  the  Recovery  of  Spilled  Mercury. 
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The  serious  illness  of  Prof.  Carmichael  has  thrown 
a  great  deal  of  extra  work  upon  Professor  Clark  and  Mr. 
Baker,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Governors  are  due  to  these 
gentlemen  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  responded  to 
the  call.  In  view  of  Professor  CarmichaelT  continued  ill 
health  it  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  a  lecturer  to 
strengthen  the  department  for  next  session. 

The  Mining  Laboratory  was  kept  open  during  the 
whole  year  as  a  customs  ore-testing  plant,  a  graduate  of 
the  School  being  in  charge.  Five  mill  runs  were  made 
on  lots  of  from  500  lbs.  to  2  tons  of  Ontario  gold  ores. 
Two  hundred  and  nine  samples  of  ores,  etc.,  from  all 
parts  of  Canada  were  assayed.  A  series  of  experiments 
on  the  refining  of  base  silver  bullion  was  carried  out  for 
an  Ontario  smelting  company.  Experiments  on  the  mag¬ 
netic  concentration  of  iron  ores  were  made  by  one  of  the 
staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines.  Two  magnetic  concentra¬ 
tors  of  the  most  approved  types  have  been  added  to  the 
equipment  of  the  Laboratory. 

A  Course  in  Power  Development  has  been  instituted. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  hydraulic  and 
power  laboratory  in  connection  with  this  course.  This  is 
a  case  in  which  the  Dominion  Government  might  come  to 
the  aid  of  technical  education.
